The pool is now .being filled 
and Mr. Ripley, of Davis, Ripley 
and Associates, who designed and 
supervised the building of the 
pool, will make the installation 
of chlorinator, alum-poy and 
other equipment which was re¬ 
ceived too late to be of any use 
last year. This will make the 
Memorial Pool one of the finest 
in the province and will ensure 
a constant supply of warm, clean 
water. Difficulties encountered 
last year in maintaining an even 
temperature will be overcome and 
it will now be possible to filter 
the water once every eight hours 
instead of once a day. 

New diving boards have been in¬ 
stalled on both the low and high 
towei s and tests will be conducted 
this year to find a suitable paint 
for the inside of the pool itself. 
Much other work has been done 
to add to the attractiveness and 
efficiency of the whole setup. 

In the general interest and safety 
of the public, a set of rules and 
regulations has been drawn up 
which all are urged to respect in 
order that everyone may enjoy the 
facilities offered to the greatest 
extent. 

The schedule of fees for the 
year is as follows: 

Grades 1 to 8 inclusive: 10c per 
swim or $2.00 for season ticket. 

Grades 9 to 12 inclusive: 20c 
per swim or $4.00 for season ticket. 

Adults: 25c per swim.or $6.00 
for season ticket. 

In view of the fact that the 
season this year of one hundred 
and fourteen days is twice as long 
as last year, this actually repre¬ 
sents a reduction in rates and will 
probably not quite cover expenses. 
However, it is felt that more people 
will take advantage of the oppor¬ 
tunity to swim than would do so 
were the fees higher. Arrange¬ 
ments are being made to keep the 
pool open each day continuously 
from 1-p.m. to 9 p.m. 

Until such time as paths are 
completed through the park, every¬ 
one is urged to avoid crossing the 
ploughed area. Much work has 
been done by the Elks to give 
Vulcan and district a spot to be 
proud of. and it is in everyone's 
interest to co-operate to the fullest 
extent.

Of F-Sgt. Matloek

Flight-Ser¬ 
geant Matlock, an air gunner in 
the Royal Canadian Air Force, was 
killed in action on a bombing raid 
during the wart"

Headquarters in Ottawa, and reads 
as follows: 

“I am directed to advise you that 
the City of Verdun, France, 
through their Mayor, have for¬ 
warded Medals and Certificate of 
Honour to commemorate the 
memory of your son, Flight Ser¬ 
geant Elmer Keith ‘Matlock, and 
the five members of his crew who 
are at rest in the Communal ceme¬ 
tery of that city. 

“The Medal is known as the 
“Medaille de Verdun" and I know 
that in your sorrow you will take 
great pride in the knowledge that 
the people of Verdun have made 
this award in grateful recognition 
of the heroic services of your gal¬ 
lant son and his comrades. 

“You will find enclosed the Medal 
and the Certificate, and I would 
like to take this opportunity of 
again extending to you and the 
members of your family my deepest

WHY THEY LIKE FATHER 

• % 
^OT loni» ago in New England, a biff school was 
” canvassed for children’s candid opinion of t^eir 
fathers. The written replies were anonymous, thus 
protecting identity and guarding against repercus¬ 
sions, The Chatham News records the information 
gleaned from replies. The children thought a lot of 
daddy because he built a doll house for them, taught 
them to swim, helped them with home-work, took 
them to the park, gave them a calf to fatten and sell 
and so on. There were scores of similar reasons lor 
. daddy’s popularity. But the Chatham News com¬ 
ments: “The startling thing about the finding of 


this questionnaire was that not one child mentioned 
the family home or clothing or car or food. Wealth 
apparently meant little to a child. What was really 
priced and what made daddy really worth while was 
his ability and inclination to be a playmate to his 
children." 

Perhaps this inquiry conducted in New England 
is a very fair summary of sentiment amongst chil¬ 
dren everywhere. At any rate it is very soothing to 
parents who are inclined to reproach themselves 
because they-cannot g.ve their children the advan¬ 
tages that playmates may enjoy. Little deprivations 
which children may experience, little sacrifices they 
may have to make, do not appear to bear down on 
their spirits nor rankle. Not so long as there are 
understanding parents and harmony and happiness 
in the home. These are necessities which no amount 
vf money can provide. They are the human values, 
and it appears that they are the child's standard of 
values. 

Probably not one child in a thousand would say 
or think “I like my daddy because he has given me 
a beautiful big home to live in” or “because he gets 
me the nicest clothes, and lets me buy anything 1 
like.” 

A good provider and a successful father are not 
necessarily one and the same person. The essence of 
parenthood, and the strong enduring bonds between 
father and child are not realized thrapgh the things 
money can buy.

Final agreement has -■ been 
reached between Alberta and the 
Dominion on plans for restoration 
and protection of the eastern 
slopes of the Rocky Mountains. 
The agreement provides for capifal 
expenditure by the federal govern¬ 
ment of six million dollars or 
more during the next few years. 
The whole plan embodies a 25- 
year program. The province will 
have to spend $125,000 annually. 
Present expenditure of Alberta is 
about $100,000. This goes on main¬ 
tenance ot forest patrols, fire fight¬ 
ing equipmyit and fire guard sys¬ 
tems. 

Urder the new greatly increased 
expenditure there should be a 
broadening of the whole service 
and a systematic scheme of refor¬ 
estation, but damming projects are 
flot yet in prospect. 

The annual maintenance costs 
will now be about $400,000.

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Power Sprays 
' For Warble Fly 

It is reported that 160 power 
sprays are at work in Southern Ai- 
Lerta in an effort to wipe out the 
warble fly menace. If a community 
organization - is set up it is pos¬ 
sible for a machine to do several 
thousand head of cattle daily., but 
there is rarely such quick steady 
work without delay. 

The Western Stock Growers arc 
urging complete coverage, and 
some large ranch owners operate 
their own spray machines. There 
are also privately owned machines 
doing custom work in communities. 

Many farmers with only a few 
head of stock use hand sprayers. 

The “grub” of the warble fly 
winters inside the animal and in 
the very early spring makes its 
Way to the animal’s back and “pu¬ 
pates” just under the skin. A 
1-irge lump forms a hole is eaten in 
the hide to permit the insect to 
breathe, and then it emerges in 
the spring as an adult fly which 
pesters the animal during^ the sum¬ 
mer, lays its eggs on the exterior 
of its body and the cycle continues. 

By spraying the cattle about 
three times each .spring at prop*?* 
intervals, the poison penetrates tnu 
holes in the skin and the insects 
ere killed. They do their damage 
that year but they are not left to 
propagate a new generation. 

Damage, running annually into 
probably many millions of dollars 
times hundreds of large infesten 
in this country, is caused in four 
ways 

(1) By pestering the cattle dui- 
ing the summer, reducing their 
general health. 

(21 By aggravating them in tne 
spring the scores or some- 
lumps cutting down the animal’s 
vitality. 

(3) By making much of the meat 
unfit for human consumption.' 

(4) By ruining vast amounts of 
otherwise valuable leather.

Contestants in th s year’s Na¬ 
tional Barley contest are warned 
by the Contest Committee to make 
sure that they obtain pure seed of 
one <if,the recognized malting var¬ 
ieties. Of the 1,234 entries received 
last year a considerable number 
had to be eliminated because they 
were not growing a malting var¬ 
iety. 

The varieties which may be 
grown for the contest are the same 
as last year, Mpntcalm O.A.C. 21, 
Olli, and Mensury (Ottawa (50 1 . 
These varieties are eligible for No. 
-2 C.W. Six-Row and higher grades 
and are the malting varieties elig¬ 
ible for western Canada. 

The Contest Committee in its 
hook of instructions, which con¬ 
testants may obtain from their 
nearest elevator operator or local 
agricultural representatives, this 
year has recommended varieties 
most suitable for Alberta. 

Thev are: Alberta-Montcalm, O. 
A.C. 21, Olli. 

Montcalm and O.A.C. 21, it will 
be hoted, are recommended as 
suitable for any part of the west¬ 
ern barley area.

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Electrifying 
Rural Alberta 


F. T. Gale of Calgary Power Co. 

Outlines Alberta Developments. 
Must Be Shown as Profitable 

Investment. 

(Prom High River Times) 

F. T. Gale, superintendent of 
rural electrification of the Calgary 
Power Go., addressed Rotary 
Thursday evening on the develop¬ 
ment of electrification in country 
areas of Alberta, and the advan¬ 
tages of this service. 

As far back as 1928, he said, the 
first system of rural electrification 
through the Calgary Power Co. 
was set up with a group of far¬ 
mers. But by 1932, with the onset 
of depression, about half of the 
original group had dropped off, 
and this crea'ed a substantial loss 
carried by the company and the 
farmers. It was felt that the drop 
ofi resulted partly from a lack of 
appreciation of the value of elec¬ 
tricity on the farm and its many 
uses. 

"By 1939, however, there w'as a 
revived demand, but unfortunately 
there wait a shortage of essential 
materials. By the time the war was 
over there was a tremendous back¬ 
log of work to be done, and scar¬ 
city of materials more acute than 
ever, List year, said the speaker, 
was probably the worst in history. 

But" in line with the growing in¬ 
terest in rural electrification, the 
two main power companies of Al¬ 
berta,-with help of the Provincial 
Government, undertook a survey* 
• rf the province to determine the 
possibility of supplying rural pow¬ 
er. This was in 1943. 

Mr. Gale was sent to United 
States and to eastern and weste-e 
Canada to study rural electrical 
setups over this continent in re¬ 
spect to methods, costs, operation 
and all such factors. He found that 
‘ tne idea of acre Coverage, and sup- 
p'ying all farms within a given ar¬ 


ea appeared to be the best ana 
cheapest system. Owing to sparse 
\ estern population the cost facto, 
was an uppermost consideration. 

In the following summer the 
power companies operating in Al¬ 
berta tlecided to constiuct certain 
experimental areas, with stations 
at Olds, Taber, Edmonton rural; 
Lethbridge rural, and Hillspring. 
Areas following in this program 
are Ponqka, Acme, Springbank, Ed 
.-ronton and Gladys. 

Out of the 100,000 farms in the 
province, said the speaker, omy 
about 2500 have or are about to 
have central station power. But 
this is five times the pre-war num¬ 
ber. 

A Necessary Service 

The educational program in rur- . 
al electrification must show that 
it is not a luxury service, but meets 
a very real need on the farm. It 
must also he shown to produce vis¬ 
ible profit over a period of years. 
Angles on which convincing argu¬ 
ments can tie presented are reduc¬ 
tion of fire hazard, stepped up ef¬ 
ficiency, time saving, labor saving, 
Cleanliness, sanitation and com¬ 
fort. Electricity can be a servant 
of infinite value in chopping, grind 
i.ig, automatic feeders, welding 
and so fin. It can be used for auto¬ 
matic water supply, refrigeration 
and every type of domestic ma- 
ch.ne shop or barn equipment. Us¬ 
es are almost 'inexhaustible. Mr. 
Gale quoted one farm'check in 
which $500 had lieen saved 
through the efficient use of power 
equipment. 

In conclusion the speaker ex- 
■p.ained the co-operative arrange¬ 
ment as "planned By the Gladys 
c •mmunity. This was covered in 
•» recent. issue of the Times. The 
company finances one-fourth the 
cost of construction which is re¬ 
turned over a period of/fTve years 
at \ t a. ‘

How much is a farmer’s spart- 
time worth when used in the pro¬ 
duction of cream which the dairy 
converts into butter? That is the 
question many dairy men are ask¬ 
ing since the lifting of the 84- 
cent subsidy on churning cream 
and the subsequent raising of the 
ceiling on dairy butter by 10 cents. 

For some time the I-ethbridge * 
agricultural office has been up 
against the difficulty of placing, 
hired men On farm where cows arc 
being milked. Farm workers in 
most cases are inexperienced or ac¬ 
tively averse to milking cows. This 
type of labor at the present time 
is receiving around $110 a month 
including the value of board re¬ 
ceived, and must be used produc¬ 
tively. This situation throws the 
burden of cream production oh the 
farmer, his wife and children, the 
cases where three or four cows are 
being milked.
